President Hoover and his admin- 
istration also came in for, severe 
criticism at the hands of Mr. Stea- 
gall, who explained that it would 
only be necessary for the president 
to issue one short telegram to start 
Muscle Shoals to functioning as it 
should, thereby furnishing fertili- 
zer at about one-half what the far- 
mers are now paying.

R. R., realizing the value of the 
dairy industry to her territory, 
made a campaign to secure whole 
milk products plants on her line. 
Since that time we have 6 cheese 
factories loeated directly on our 
line. These consist of four large 
Kraft Cheese Factories, while the 
other 2 are Co-operative Cheese 
lactories, owned and operated by 
farmers and business men, At one 
little place on our line, where the 
sawmill had cut out and the mill 
people had moved away, the few 
business men who were left called 
on us to save their town. We as- 
;sisted them in the organization of a 
|Co-operative Cheese Factory, and 
‘in July, 1929, they began operat- 
ling under difficult circumstances. 
From July, 1928, until January, 
| 1929, they paid out to the farmers 
of that community from $2,500 
}to $5,000 per month for milk, the 
| truck drivers received from $400 
jto $700 per month, the manager 
and help were paid $210, and at 
the most trying times had made a 
j profit of from $3.00 to $4.00 per 
day. The establishment of this 
factory has made possible the cir- 
culation in that community an ave- 
rage of $4,510 per month or $7,- 
060 for the six months’ period it 
had run. Its establishment caused

The Borden Milk Company was 
the first whole milk plant to locate 
in Mississippi, April 1, 1926. From 
that time until May 1, 1929, they 
purchased from dairymen 89,171,- 
182 pounds of fluid milk for which 
they paid $2,238,47.75, or an ave- 
rage price of $2.51 per ewt. Truck 
drivers were paid for hauling milk 
approximately 244 -cents per mile 
per cwt., depending upon the 
length of the haul, and at the pres- 
ent time they are paying 54 cents 
per pound butter fat. Do you rea- 
lize what a stupendous industry 
this is and what it means to a com- 
munity to have a whole milk plant 
located within its territory? The 
money that goes out to the truck 
drivers, within itself is almost an 
industry. ; 

Two hundred and forty dairy 
product plants are scattered 
throughout the state, yielding ap- 
proximately 20 million dollars per 
year to farmers. It has now been 
definitely established that dairying 
not only is practicable in Mississip- 
pi, but its success it certain.

Successful dairying can only be 


realized by having good cows, good | 


pastures, and plenty of homegrown 
feedstuffs. You must grow into the 
business and not go into it. Get 
good grade bulls and build up the 
herd.

Then plan ahead 
and have fall and winter grazing 
crops, and don’t do like some farm- 
ers, who let the cows graze in sum- 
mer and buy their feedstuffs in the 
winter. Don’t be a dairy feeder but 
be a dairy farmer. 

Remember, the cow consumes 
practically everything that is raised 
on the farm and will manufacture 
it into profitable products for you. 
There is no truer saying than: 
“Prosperity follows the dairy cow.” 

Some of you wonder if the dairy 
industry will not be overdone. The 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture states that the imports on 
butter, cheese and condensed milk 
into the United States in 1926 ex- 
ceeded imports by the equivalent 
of more than 500,000,000 pounds 
of milk, Therefore, we need have 
no serious concern about surplus 
in the dairy business in the Sc uth, 

In Mobile there are 211 indus- 
tries with an annual payroll of 
$11,696,983, or an average payroll 
per industry of $55,436 yearly. In 
Mississippi one milk plant’s ave- 
rage annual payroll amounts to 
$746,158, exceeding Mobile’s an- 
nual payroll per industry $690,722, 
which shows a whole milk plant is 
a pretty big asset to a community.
